Affirmative  Votes  Needed  in  City  By-Laus 


WHEN  city  ratepayers  go  to  the  polls 
on  Thursday  they  will  have  before 
them  three  Important  money  by- 
laws One  is  to  authorize  the  sale  of  the 
city  waterworks  system,  for  53,472,628,  so 
that  Joint  administration  of  this  vital  asset 
can  be  set  up  In  the  Greater  Victoria 
region.  A second  by-law  pledges  a start 
at  least  with  the  city's  road  reconstruction 
program  at  an  initial  cost  of  $1,165,000,  the 
work  to  be  spread  over  a short  term.  The 
third  by-law  would  authorize  the  borrow- 
ing of  $155,000  for  essential  water  main 
Improvements  in  the  city's  distribution 
system 

The  proposed  sale  of  the  city's  water- 
works system  to  the  prospective  joint  water 
board  for  the  figure  of  $3,472,628  has  been 
thoroughly  canvassed  in  the  last  few 
months.  The  amount  seems  fair,  and  no- 
where has  it  been  successfully  challenged 
In  any  major  particular  This  action.  If  it 
is  endorsed,  would  carry  forward  the  con- 


solidation of  an  essential  public  service  so 
that  It  can  be  administered  for  the  benefit 
of  the  region  as  a whole.  It  Is  a firm  step 
in  the  directions  of  amalgamation,  and  one 
that  will  stand  on  Its  own  feet— as  the  con- 
solidated schools  have  done — until  muni- 
cipal union  is  achieved 

There  may  be  questioning  of  the  road 
construction  measure,  but  it  is  obvious  that 
the  roads  must  be  placed  in  shape  for  mod- 
ern traffic  if  the  community  is  to  have  an 
effective  transit  system.  This  paper  has 
questioned  neither  the  necessity  of  doing 
that  work,  nor  the  urgent  need  of  a start  It 
has  doubted  the  adequacy  of  the  program 
and  the  indefinite  three-to- five-year  period 
for  its  completion.  Beyond  any  doubt  is 
the  fact  that  the  roads  must  be  put  in 
shape,  and  quickly 

Necessary  extensions  and  improvements 
in  the  city's  own  water  system  speak  for 
themselves  They  were  recommended  by 
competent  experts  three  years  ago.  and  in- 
volve an  outlay  that  will  be  self-liquidating 


Retailors  Given  Scant  Notice  of  Sales  Tax 


^ HOWING  disregard  for  the  hardship 
^ and  inconvenience  it  Is  causing,  the 
Provincial  Government  has  given 
British  Columbia's  retailers  a scant  eight 
days*  notice  to  be  ready  to  begin  collecting 
the  three  per  cent  sales  tax  on  July  1.  The 
public  can  merely  pay. 

In  that  time  every  one  of  the  30,000  re- 
tail outlets  scattered  over  the  Province  will 
have  to  go  through  the  business  of  register- 
ing under  the  act.  wrestle  with  the  volumi- 
nous regulations  covering  the  machinery 
for  collection,  and  prepare  themselves  to 
meet  angry  protests  of  the  public  when 
•tores  open  on  July  2,  after  Dominion  Day. 

To  reward  these  30,000  unwilling 
‘agents'*  for  the  extra  work  arbitrarily  im- 
posed upon  them,  the  Government  will 
allow  them  to  keep  three  per  cent  of  the 
revenue.  That  may  or  may  not  be  suf- 
ficient compensation  where  the  volume  of 
business  is  great.  It  will  be  a mere  pittance 
to  the  little  corner  store  handling  a wide 


variety  of  goods,  some  of  them  taxable, 
others  not 

Adequate  or  otherwise,  this  commission 
will  eat  up  $360,000  of  the  $12,000,000  rev- 
enue the  Government  anticipated  from  the 
tax.  That,  piled  on  top  of  the  heavy  salary 
bill  and  administrative  cost  of  yet  another 
revenue  bureau,  makes  it  fair  to  assume 
that  the  best  part  of  a million  dollars  will 
be  extracted  without  benefiting  anyone  but 
the  newly-created  sales  tax  staff.  The 
Government  may  regard  a million  dollars 
as  a bagatelle.  The  public  will  not. 

The  taxpayer,  already  sick  and  tired  of 
reaching  deeper  and  deeper  into  his  pocket 
to  pay  for  mounting  costs  of  government, 
now  sees  still  another  bureau  coated  to 
take  an  additional  slice  of  each  inadequate 
dollar.  He  is  not  likely  to  let  go  unchal- 
lenged the  Government’s  oft-repeated 
statement  that  "big  business’*  will  shoulder 
most  of  the  burden,  when  the  Government 
is  powerless  to  prevent  industry  passing  the 
tax  on  to  the  ultimate  consumer. 


Change  of  Foreign  Policy  W ould  Be  Fatal 


SINCE  Republican  optimism  assumes 
that  in  nominating  a presidential 
candidate  the  future  incumbent  of  the 
White  House  will  be  named,  there  will 
be  additional  outside  interest  in  the  policy 
and  platform  now  being  drafted  by  party 
leaders  at  the  Philadelphia  convention.  To 
the  world  at  large  this  is  perhaps  the  most 
important  aspect  of  the  presidential  elec- 
tions. 

At  this  Juncture  a complete  reversal  of 
American  foreign  policy  is  scarcely  feasible, 
•o  deeply  are  the  fortunes  of  the  United 
States  now  interwoven  with  the  rest  of  the 
world.  Any  resurgence  of  Isolationism 
that  would  lessen  the  force  of  present  com- 
mitments, however,  would  be  disastrous. 
Undoubtedly  certain  sections  of  the  Re- 


publican Party  do  not  subscribe  whole- 
heartedly to  American  underwriting  of 
European  recovery,  nor  recognize  the  world 
responsibility  to  which  the  United  States 
has  fallen  heir  in  some  part. 

Reports  Indicate  that  international  co- 
operation and  the  pursuit  of  world  peace 
through  the  United  Nations  will  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Republican  convention  as 
cardinal  planks  of  policy  in  spite  of  some 
internal  opposition.  That  will  be  as  it 
should  be.  No  matter  who  Is  chosen  finally 
by  the  American  people  to  be  their  next 
President,  the  United#  States  cannot  back 
out  of  the  international  role  it  has  assumed. 
That  is  its  destiny  and  its  particular  ob- 
ligation in  this  crucial  stage  of  the  world  s 
history.

SO  much  has  been  written  about  the 
forthcoming  Olympic  Games  that 
It  s almost  with  surprise  one  realizes 
they  will  last  for  oiUy  17  days.  To  the 
athlete  who  is  crowned  with  victory 
they  are  momentous  days,  of  course. 
Thais  why  many  an  anxious  heart 
beats  In  half  a hundred  corners  of  the

polns  whip  themselves  Into  superfine 
shape. 

To  be  precise,  the  opening  parade  of 
July  28  will  see  the  banners  of  at  least 
61  nations  carried  aloft,  ranging  alpha- 
betically from  Alghanlatan  to  Yugo- 
slavia and  Including  such  far  separ- 
ated countries  as  Burma,  Iceland  and 
Malta. 

The  London  Games  are  termed  the 
XIVth  Olympiad,  although  actually 
they  are  the  twelfth  of  the  modern 
line,  which  begun  In  Athens  In  1886. 

No  Games  were  held  In  1916,  1840  or 
1844.  while  an  additional  series  took 
place  in  the  Oreek  capital  In  1906 
As  many  people  know,  Olympic  * 
Games  were  held  by  the  ancient 
Greeks  for  1.000  years  until  they  were 
suppressed  In  A D 394  They  lay  dor- 
mant until  revived  52  years  ago  An 
Olympiad  In  Greek  terminology  was' 
the  four-year  period  culminating  in 
each  series  of  Games. 

SI  I KNTI FIC  ST  1 M l LA  NT 
Modem  Olympiads  would  astonish 
the  old-llmers.  perhaps  even  shock 
them  since  nowadays  science  is  tha 
stimulant  that  enables  athletes  to 
break  records,  simple  personal  endea- 
vor no  longer  sufficing.  Science,  loo. 
will  determine  who  breaks  the  tape 
first  at  Wembley.  Ancient  Oreek  um- 
pires no  doubt  used  their  eyes  much 
as  a Victoria  Judge  does  at  a Sunday 
School  picnic,  but  at  London  a new 
photo-finish  camera  will  show  beyond 
argument  who  Is  the  winner.  A prtnt 
is  produced  In  90  seconds,  which  should 
satLsfy  even  the  most  impatient. 

Most  of  us  think  of  the  Olympic 
Games  in  terms  of  track  and  field, 
swimming  and  boxing  and  not  much 
else,  yet  these  are  only  part  of  a varied 
program  of  events  There  are  also  ca- 
noeing, fencing,  gymnastics,  shooting, 
wrestling  and  yachting  events,  as  well 
as  half  a dozen  other  examples  of 
physical  versatility. 

There's  even  an  art  competition. 
Bark  In  the  days  when  Britons  were 
barbarians  the  Greeks  set  the  arts 
high  on  the  Games  list,  and  so  living 
architects,  painters,  sculptors,  writers 
and  musicians  will  vie  with  their  more 
muscular  colleagues  for  a place  In  the 
London  Olympic  sun 
T1IE  BEST  ATHLETE 

It  Is  the  sprint  winner,  or  the  miler 
or  maybe  the  marathoner,  who  gets 
most  headlines  nowadays,  but  2.000 
years  ago  the  Greeks  were  more  con- 
cerned about  searching  for  the  best 
athlete  of  all— the  pentathlon  winner. 
He  had  to  Jump,  throw  quoits  and 
Javelin,  run  and  wrestle.  The  modern 
pentathlon  contestant  is  expected  to 
run,  shoot,  ride,  fence  and  swim,  which 
would  seem  to  warrant  an  extra  special 
pat  on  the  back  for  him  also 
The  XfVth  Olympiad  will  spread  It- 
self over  London  and  the  surrounding 
countryside  but  the  main  venue  will  ba 
the  Empire  Stadium  at  Wembley, 
which  holds  over  89.000  people  and  nor- 
mally Is  devoted  to  football  (soccer), 
greyhound  and  speedway  racing  A 
note  from  United  Kingdom  informa- 
tion officials  at  Ottawa  advises  that 
the  Wembley  Stadium  was  built  24 
years  ago.  that  250.000  tons  of  earth 
were  removed  In  Its  construction;  and 
that  25,000  tons  of  concrete.  1,500  tons 
of  steel  and  500,000  rivets  were  used 
It  cost  *3,000.000. 

The  Job  was  finished  In  100  working 
days,  incidentally,  which  rather  shades 
Victoria's  ice  arena.  It  seems  that  the 
Wembley  stands  were  tested  for  sta- 
bility by  a battalion  of  soldiers  and 
thousands  of  workmen  marking  time 
on  them.  One  supposes  our  arena 
"steps"  will  not  require  any  such  spec- 
tacular assay  of  their  strength. 
MAXIMUM  RATIONS 
Among  some  of  the  other  gadgets 
co-opted  to  enthuse  the  1948  Olym- 
pians are  starting  blocks  to  suit  the 
angle  of  any  heel,  aluminum  pole- 
vault  and  high-jump  equipment,  fold- 
ing hurdles  of  the  same  lightweight 
metal,  a mechanical  sand-leveler  for 
the  Jumping  pit,  cords  and  pulleys  for 
swift  replacing  of  the  pole-vault  cross- 
bar. an  elec  Uric-eye  timing  device,  and 
a remote  control  starting  gun.  All  the 
athlete  haa  to  do  Is  use  his  arms  and 
legs. 

Competitors  will  get  the  maximum 
industrial  scale  of  British  food  rations 
-above  the  basic  allowance — which 
permits  per  person  per  day  6 ox  of 
meal.  1-2  ox.  bacon.  2 ox.  each  of  fats 
and  sugar.  1 ox  each  of  preserves  and 
cheese,  1-J  os  of  tea.

Steel  Price  Rise  Possible

NEW  YORK  —With  the  pattern  of 
a third  round  of  wage  increases 
rapidly  taking  shape.  It  is  believed 
that  the  steel  companies  will  be 
forced  to  reverse  their  policy  of  refus- 
ing to  grant  Increases  and  fail  into 
line  with  other  major  industrial 
groups.  In  that  event  an  Increase  In 
steel  price  would  appear  to  be  the 
inevitable  outcome. 

If  any  change  of  wage  policy  Is  an- 
nounced It  may  be  a^umed  that  the 
United  States  Steel  Corporation  will 
take  the  lead,  since  it  was  the  author 
of  the  original  policy  of  price  reduc- 
tions coupled  with  a standpat  attitude 
on  wages. 

On  April  22  Benjamin  F Fairless, 
president  of  United  States  Steel,  an- 
nounced that  It  had  rejected  a request 
by  the  United  Steelworkers  of  America 
for  a substantial  wage  increase  on  the 
ground  that  it  would  make  necessary 
a general  advance  In  Its  steel  prices. 
The  corporation  was  unwilling  to  raise 
steel  prices  because  It  believed  rises 
would  be  contrary  to  the  best  Interests 
of  the  nation. 

Concurrently  the  Steel  Corporation 
announced  price  cuts  on  a wide  variety 
of  steel  products  which  it  estimated 
would  save  the  company's  customers 
about  *25,000.000  a year.  Other  steel 
companies  generally  followed  those 
reductions. 

Although  the  United  Stales'  Steel 


Corporation  rejected  labor's  recfliest 
for  Increased  wages,  the  company  left 
the  door  open  for  a reversal  of  that 
policy. 

' We  are  hopeful  Uiat  our  action  in 
reducing  prices  of  steel  products  may 
have  a beneficial  effect  throughout  the 
nation  and  may  be  helpful  In  bringing 
about  an  early  stabilization  or  reduc- 
tion In  the  cost  of  living."  said  Mr. 
Fairies*,  in  announcing  the  cuts.  "If 
this  should  prove  to  be  the  outcome 
everyone  In  the  country  will  benefit. 
If,  on  the  contrary,  costs  should  con- 
tinue to  advance,  then  In  fairness  to 
our  employees  and  to  our  stockholders 
we  will  have  lo  consider  at  some  later 
date  the  adequacy  of  both  wages  and 
steel  prices  under  then  existing  con- 
ditions." 

Since  that  double-barreled  blast  was 
fired  against  inflation  by  the  United 
States  Steel  Corporation  several  im- 
portant companies  Identified  with 
other  industries  have  announced  wage 
Increases.  The  first  Important  com- 
pany lo  announce  a third  round  of 
wages  Increases  was  Oeneral  Motors. 
Chrysler  and  Ford  followed  suit  and 
all  announced  price  increases  to  com- 
pensate for  the  wage  hike 

More  recently  the  Oeneral  Electric 
Company  and  the  Westinghouse  Elec- 
tric Corporation  authorized  higher 
wages  It  is  expected  that  both  will 
raise  prices.  Thr  Firestone  Tire  it 
Rubber  Company  has  taken  the  lead 
in  the  tire  industry  In  raising  wages 
this  year.

The  average 
university  graduate  may  have  soma 
facility  In  the  performance  of  Intricate 
experiments,  let's  say  In  physics,  but 
the  chances  are  he  can't  drive  a nail 
In  a board,  change  a washer  In  a tap 
or  repair  a light  switch.  The  academic 
emphasis  on  pure  science  overlook!

applied  science. 

Even  tile  reasonably  well  educated 
man  should  be  able  to  tackle,  with  a 
fair  degree  of  skill,  the  simpler  me- 
chanical problems  that  arise  in  the 
home.  If  his  training  In  these  fields 
starts  him  on  his  way  to  a home  work- 
shop hobby.  *o  much  the  better. 

Whether  an  additional  year  in  col- 
lege. or  an  equal  time  in  a plant, 
garage,  or  shop,  Is  the  best  solution  for 
the  shortcoming  Mr.  Babeon  cites  la, 
however,  debatable.  This  training 
might  more  profitably  be  worked  into 
the  regular  university  course.  In  these 
days  carpentry  cum  laude  Is  not  an 
accomplishment  to  be  sneezed  at
